Ditplace, Starve, or reduce a hand- 
full of Men; for we could never make 
the Germans to be above 140co Mea, till 
after the Affair of 7rent was over. 

About the Month of Fume, the. Duke 
de Vendofme tid fair for it,and bad moft 
effeftually driven them fromthe Rivers, 
had gotten’ a Bridge npon the Po below 
their Quarters, Belieg’d Ber/eHo above them, 
and Taken Final di Modena on their Flank, 
and they had no way left, but to advance 
into the Visentine, in the Venetian Terrie 
tories , or Retreat inte Ferrara in the 
Popes Dominions. 

In this Junéture the Germans fell on 
Monf. Albergosti, and“Defeated him ; Re- 
took the Pafs and Town of. Final de Mode- 
ua, and. Repuls’d the Duke de Vendome, 
im his Attack upon Oftiglia. Thefethree 
fuccefsful Aétions enlarged their Quarters, 
clear’d the Fo, and lefe them free Cam- 
munication -with the Imperial Commiffa- 
ries onthe other fide of the Gulph of Ve- 
nice, who continually fupply’d them with 
Scores and Provilions by Sea. 

Tho’ this was a great Advantage, and 
2n Inftance of the Bravery of the Germans, 
yet either ‘they muft have fallen under the 
French Power, or the Duke 2eVend-/me 
could have given but avery forry Ac- 
count. of the Campaign. 

Bue in the Crifis of this Aétton, ‘as-if 
the Fate of Jrzly was not to he Deter- 
mined, France took the falieR fiep that 
we.can in any Juftice charge her with in 
all this War. 

-And yet to this Hour ’tis not decided,and 
will not eafily be, whether the Error lay 
in the French, or the Duke of Bevaria;

Whether the Duke of Bavari. 
hinted, began too foon, or th 
Vendofme ftay’d too long, ‘tis not ¢ 
mined; but the Bavarian found fuc 
fiftance in Zyrol, and Embarrafs’d hi 
fo much between the Boors and~t 
Mountains, that tho’ he had Mafter’d — 
Kuffftein, the Key of that Country, and 
atterwards Jnfpruck, the Capital City, yet — 
he was Diftrefs’d by the Boors, beaten — 
outof the Country, .and fore’dto abandon 
all his Conquefts, Kuffjtein unly excepted; _ 
and this betore the French Forces had quit- 
ted the Banks of the Fo. ‘ = 

Had the Frex-b been under the Walls — 
of Trent, when the Bavarian was in the — 
Heart of Tyrol, nothing tut fome blow 
from Heaven, like that of Semacherib’s — 
Army, could have:prevented their Con- 
junétion. 

The Duke deVendofene however late 
purfiies his Orders, and with the fame 
Torrent of SuccefS, as the Bzvarisns had 
before, Enters the Trentine, Conquers all 
the Difficulties of Mountains and Fortifi- 
cations, and thows himfelf before the City 
ot Trent. 

Here he began to fee the Impofhibiljty 
of the Undertaking, and the dilappoint- 
ment of the Bavarian Expedition, asa 
double difhculty of his own: However he 
raifes fume Works, and with what Cannon 
he had with him,:aad two Mortars, Fires 
ypon the City. 

“Here we muft pavfe, and return tothe 
Fo; Prince Vaudemont, who with part of 
the French Army, was left to face the 
Germans, found himfelf not in a Conditi- 
on, to prevent their fending Soco Men 
to joyn the Imperial Forces, who oppos’d 
the French in the Trentine, fo that now 
we cannot fuppofe the Germans, who were 
left, to be above 8 or tooco Men; and yet 
Rrince Vaudemont had with him 2 zcooMen, 
befides the Garrifon of Mantuz, 

But thefe 220co Men confifted of Spini= 
ards, Neapolitans, Milanefe and Savoyards, 
the latter of which, made about ¢cco, a. d 
were efteem’d, efpecially the Horfe, fame 
of the beft of his Troops.
